4. To see what order the town will adopt in re- 
lation to the Savings Bank Tax, R..R. Tax, Auto 
Permit Tax, Fees, Int. and Dividend Tax and In- 
surance Tax, the ensuing year. 


5. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriation of the same.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 





To the School Board and Citizens of the Town of 

_ Lyme: 

This is the fifteenth report to the School District 
of Lyme by the several Superintendents of Schools. 
ane present incumbent has presented six such re- 
ports. 


Survey 


The work of the year in common with other activi- 
ties of the community has been somewhat handi- 
capped by necessary economies. One Teacher only 
was replaced at the end of the last School Year. Miss 
Keysar resigned last June to accept a position else- 
where and she was succeeded by Miss Ellen Smith. 
The other Teachers have carried on effectively with- 
out complaint. The Health work has been restricted 
to less than one-half of what it was formerly. It is 
worthy of commendation that all workers have 
helped to meet the needs cf the boys and girls even 
with a limited Budget. 


Budget 


The curtailment of the Budget for the last two 
years has resulted, as we stated it might do two 
years ago, in a reduction of the amount of State Aid 
allotted to Lyme for next December. This means 
that the appropriation asked for this year is in- 
creased by an amount sufficient to off-set this les- 
sened State Aid. Further reductions or lesser 
amounts raised this year will result in further reduc- 
tions in State Aid. It is necessary, then, to ask for 
the adoption of the Budget as presented. The Voters 
will find that this will result to their advantage in 
the long run. 


Attendance 


It must be remembered that the costs of Schools 
has a direct relationship to the number of pupils in 
constant attendance in the Schools. During the last 
ten years, the number of pupils has increased by 
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about fifty percent in Average Membership. The 
exact figures are ninety-seven pupils ten years ago, 
and one hundred forty-nine last year. The amount 
of money expended for the Schools during this same 
period of time, has not increased by much more than 
one-half of that percent. It is also true that we now 
have and may be obliged to have for some time 
seven Teachers, while ten years ago there were but 
six. It is reasonable to infer from the above state- 
ments that the Schools are being conducted upon a 
conservative economic basis. 


Consolidation 


Some savings to the School District might result 
were it possible to still further consolidate the 
Schools. It has been previously stated in these re- 
ports that Rural Schools with many less than fifteen 
pupils cannot be operated economically. Serious 
considerations, therefore must be given to such ques- 
tions as movements of population, and as to whether 
or not the movement from the cities to Rural areas 
is likely to affect the Rural School population of 
Lyme. If this redistribution of population does not 
increase the number of pupils in some of our small 
Schools, it may become advisable to resort to still 
further transportation of pupils to the Lyme Plain 
and the Center Buildings. 


Playgrounds 


The playground facilities for the Center Schools 
are very limited. The Board and Citizens should 
seriously consider whether or not it is advisable at 
this time to purchase land adjacent to this Building 
for the purpose of providing more adequate play 
spaces. It is known that a fairly level piece of land 
on the property adjacent to the Building can be 
purchased at a price within the possibilities of the 
District. Your attention is directed to this possibil- 
ity at this time to the end that, if it is deemed advis- 
able, an Article may be inserted in the VALENS to 
this effect. 


ainited Repairs 
A limited amount of repairs has been carried on 
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this year. It is proposed that before another year 
comes in, to make additional improvements at the 
Center School. The Toilet facilities there need atten- 
tion, and it would be in the interest of better sanita- 
tion to have facilities for water in that Building as 
soon as conditions justify such expenditure. 


Health 


The health work of the Schools is continuing along 
progressive lines. There is still opportunity for 
additional work. It is now known that the Federal 
Government has made available certain funds which 
may be utilized for eliminating defects among 
School children. It is expected that the School 
Nurse will organize plans for the carrying forward 
of such work in the near future. The few cases of 
contagious diseases which have resulted in the clos- 
ing of the Center Schools this winter have now be- 
come improved, and further contagion is not ex- 
pected. The health authorities throughout the 
country give more and more credence to the plan of 
continuing the operation of the Schools than has 
formerly been the case. This is particularly true un- 
less all places of gathering such as churches, Sunday 
Schools, Moving Pictures, are closed at the same time 
in which the Schools are closed. The Federal Gov- 
ernment has again made possible this year the fur- 
nishing of milk for mid-morning lunches for those 
children who need it. The Federal Fund is also 
providing additional funds for the furnishing of hot 
lunches. The Teachers and pupils at the Plain 
School are to be commended for their efforts in pro- 
viding a fund to make possible hot lunches through- 
out the winter months for more than half of the 
children in the Building. 


Conclusion 


It should be of interest and satisfaction to the 
Citizens of Lyme to know that some of the work in 
our Schools has received State wide recognition. The 
splendid work of grading and fencing the Whipple 
Grounds, which was done mostly by the children 
under the direction of the teacher and with the as- 
sistance of the parents in the neighborhood, at- 
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tracted the notice of the State Department to such 
an extent that Moving Pictures were taken of the 
children responsible for this activity. These pic- 
tures have been shown at institutes throughout the 
State. The Teacher, Mrs. Ansell, has spoken before 
one group of the Teachers telling them how this 
work was accomplished, and she has later written an 
Article which has been published in the New Hamp- 
shire State Teachers’ Association Journal. This 
activity shows the possibilities that may eventuate 
when all interested persons co-operate to bring about 
improved conditions surrounding School Buildings, 
not only in our Rural areas, but elsewhere. The Lyme 
Plain School carried on a decorative gardening pro- 
ject with most excellent results last year. So long 
as Teachers and Citizens work together for the com- 
mon good, it is reasonable to expect that much great- 
er opportunity for learning will take place on the 
part of the pupils. 

It should be a matter of further satisfaction to the 
citizens to know that of the pupils. who have at- 
tended the Hanover High School from the Lyme 
Schools, several have attained Honor Ranks in 
Scholarship. It may not be possible for this stan- 
dard to be kept up year after year, but it is certain 
that progress has been made in our attempts to as- 
sist the pupils in acquiring better habits of study and 
better attitudes of citizenship in connection with 
their school work. 

It is the continued purpose of those who are in the 
service of the community as Superintendent and 
Teachers to put forth their best efforts for genuine 
progressive education. The interest and co-opera- 
tion of the citizens and School Board make such ef- 
forts doubly valuable to the School District.

One interesting comparison in the above table is 
that the Average Membership is more than fifty per- 
cent greater than it was in the year 1925. The En- 
rollment is three pupils smaller than that of the pre- 
ceding year, but the Average Membership seems to 
indicate a tendency to greater stability on the part 
of the population. If this becomes a continuing fac- 
tor, it will mean that the School population will 
continue to grow. Appropriations will need to be 
made in such fashion as to provide for this increas- 
ing number of pupils. 

The attention of the citizens is called to the fact 
that Tardiness seems to be increasing slightly. It 
would be helpful to the Schools, and of value to the 
pupils were the Parents to make every effort to have 
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the children attend promptly to avoid this increas- 
ing amount of Tardiness. It is our desire to avoid 
this continuing process, but it can only be accom- 
plished through the combined efforts of Parents and 
Teachers. The smaller Schools seem to be the great- 
er sources of difficulty in this respect
